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Attachment to Advisory Action 

1 . The amended claims would be rejected as obvious over Yuki '993 for the reasons 
set forth in paragraph 4 of the office action mailed 5/14/07. 

2. Applicant has submitted a Rule 132 declaration dated 7/10/07. This declaration, 
and the two previous declarations filed 8/31/06 and 12/6/06, purport to show that the 
claimed copolymer exhibits unexpectedly superior performance compared to that of 
Yuki '993. Applicant argues that the compositions in the declarations are representative 
of those recited in claim 1 . 

While the examiner appreciates the impracticability of demonstrating unexpected 
results for every monomer within the scope of claim 1c, it is noted that on pages 5-7 of 
the specification, applicant has exemplified 1 1 distinct subclasses of monomers (d 1- 
c16, c21 1-c212, c22, c31-c32), each of which contain numerous examples of 
monomers suitable for use as the monomer of claim 1c. The results submitted in the 
declarations of 8/31/06, 12/6/06, and 7/10/07 do not provide evidence of unexpected 
results for the majority of these subclasses 

Additionally, the alleged unexpected results arise from a comparison of 
compositions comprising at least 6% by weight of the monomer of claim 1c with 
compositions comprising 4% by weight of the monomer. An affidavit or declaration 
under 37 CFR 1 .132 must compare the claimed subject matter with the closest prior art 
to be effective to rebut a prima facie case of obviousness. See MPEP 716.02(e). Yuki 
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'993 teaches that the copolymer can contain up to 20%, preferably up to 10% by weight 
of the unsaturated monomer corresponding to the monomer of claim 1c. Applicant has 
not shown unexpected results relative to copolymers with these concentrations of the 
unsaturated monomer.
